YOKOHAMA. 

From this port we have advices to the 2nd February. The 
outward mails of Nov. 27, conveying also telegrams from 
London to Dec. 10, arrived on the 2Uth January. By the 
arrival of ‘the Colorado (already announced by telegraph) 
telegrams from London had been received to Dec. 30. The 
following items of news are from the Japan Herald :— 

On the 18th January the P. and O. steamer Azof, chartered 
by the Japanese Government to convey to France the contribu- 
tion of Japan to the great Exhibition at Paris, arrived here 
from Yedo and started the following morning for Suez, to 
touch only at Hong Kong and other coaling stations. The col- 
lection was exhibited in Yedo to some of the foreign Ministers 
and their friends some months since, and we are informed 
by gentlemen who saw them that it will make a 
most attractive feature even in that wondrous palace, 
in which all that is beautiful in nature and art will 
be represented. Not only has Japan sent specimens of the 
country’s products, manufactures and works of art to the great 
Exhibition in Paris, but already many of the people have gone, 
and others are going to be present at the opening. Stosbashi 
has determined not to be behind other rulers in adding his 
quota of effect to the occasion. A Prince of his house, a younger 
brother, is to proceed to Paris, attended by a suite commensu- 
rate with his rank and the greatness of the occasion. He is to 
arrive in Paris some little time before the opening day, and 
afterwards, it is understood, he will remain in Europe for a: 
time for study and observation. It is quite resolved that am- 
bassadors shall be sent from Japan to the Courts of the prin- 
cipalitreaty Powers, but the visit of the Prince has nothing to 
do with that. He is the special representative of his brother 
at the great world’s meeting, and ‘has no duties unconnected 
with this object. 

Stotsbashi was formally installed into his new office on th 
10th of January. ' Up to that day he was only administering 
the government as Shiogoon elect. From that day he is fully 
endowed with the Shiogoonal power. As we have previously 
stated, he has expressed his wish to invite the foreign Ministers 
to visit him at Osaca. It only remains for the certainty of 
their accepting his invitation to be made known to him, when 
the invitation will be formally delivered. In the meantime it 
is looked upon asa certainty, and great preparations are being 
made for a proper reception at Osaca Castle. 

On the 12th January H. E., D. de Graeff van Polsbroek, in 
his capacity of Plenipotentiary for his Majesty the King of Den- 
mark, concluded a treaty of friendship, commerce, and navriga: 
tion between that kingdom and Japan. The foreign nations 
having treaties with this country are now England, France, 
America, Holland, Prussia, Switzerland, Portugal, Belgium, Italy, 
and Denmark. 

On the 25th January at half-past six o’clock a fire broke 
out in the roof of the house occupied by Sir Harry Parkes, 
the British Minister. The roof ignited either from the over- 
heating of the flue from one of the stoves, or from sparks 
falling on the roof and driving in under the tiles, and the 
flames spread rapidly through the whole building. Lady 
Parkes calmly gave directions as to the children being placed 
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in safety, and only when she found nothing could be done did 
she leave the burning house. Much help being at hand a good 
deal of the furniture was got out, and Sir Harry saved the more 
valuable of his papers, &c. Several engines were quickly on 
the spot, and with them everything possible was doue ; 
but their greatest use was in keeping the fronts and roofs 
of opposite buildings wet, so that the showers of sparks fell 
harmlessly. Much activity was shown by the soldiers of tke 
9th Regiment, of which a detachment arrived very promptly on 
the scene, accompanied by Colonel Knox and other officers. 
Several naval officers and sailors were also present. The 
Governor of Kanagawa arrived very early, as did also H. E. M. 
Leon Roches, the French Minister. They expressed their sym- 
pathy with Sir Harry and Lady Parkes, a sentiment that is most 
heartily shared by every person in the settlement. ‘The fire 
occurred just when all the family were occupied in preparations 
for an evening party, to which a very large number of guests had 
been invited. Mr. Hegt’s engine was, as usual, amongst the 
most efficient, and to that gentleman and to all others who as- 
sisted are due sincere thanks for their successful efforts in 
preventing the sparks from catching other apprcximate pre- 
mises. 

The general meeting of the Yokohama Race Club had been 
held. The principal business done was the passing of a vote 
of thanks to the retiring committee for their energetic conduct 
of the club’s affairs, and to the Japanese Government for the 
excellent manner in which they had completed the course, &c. 
Messrs. Fraser, Lindau, Wallace, Malcolm, and Bond were 
elected as the committee for the present year. 

On the 30th Jan. a steeplechase match, which had been made 
between the well-known Japanese ponies Pericles (rider, Lieut. 
Bond), Boomerang (rider, Captain French), and Sweet William 
(rider, Captain Roberts), was decided on the steeplechase course 
adopted at the late races. It terminated in favour of Pericles, 
who came in fifty or sixty yards ahead of Boomerang, who was 
second. Sweet William and his rider came to grief in the last 
descent, and thus lost their chance. At the last races Sweet 
William came in an easy winner the first day, when Pericles 
was 80 distressed that he fell back at the last jump, and had to 
be led in ; the second day Pericles won easily. Besides the 
steeplechase there were one or two scratch flat races. 

A rumour has gained some currency that the Japanese intend 
to avail themselves of the opportunity which they anticipate 
will be afforded to them by hostilities on the part of the French 
against Korea to make war upon tbat country in retaliation for 
wrongs inflicted on Japan in old times. The number of gun- 
boats which the Japanese are at present purchasing would seem 
to lend some colour of truth to the rumour, though, at the same 
time, it is very doubtful whether the Japanese would so soon 
after the troubles in their own country undertake an expedition 
of the kind. Were they, however, disposed to do so, it can 
scarcely be imagined from the accounts which the French gave 
of the Koreans, that the Japanese would have much trouble in | 
bringing them into subjection. 


CHINA. 
PEKING. 

The new French cathedral at Peking was opened on New 
Year’s Day, when the French Minister attended in state. It is 
a fine building and looks especially grand alongside of the 
miserable China houses. The mission, which it will be remem- 
bered was sent by the Emperor to Korea to advise a conciliatory 
policy, has not yet returned to the capital, a fact which goes to 
confirm the report that the Regent had thrown the members 
into prison. Another mission is about to set out for the 
Loochoos, embarking from Foochow, but what its object is is 
not explained. From the nomination of Pin as superintendent 
of the new foreign college, the happiest auguries are drawn as 
to the intention of Government to support the institution 
warmly. The three youths who accompanied Pin to Europe have 
been taken into Government employ. 

CHEFOO, 

The Wachussetis left Chefoo on the 21st January for Korea, it 
is believed to make inquiries regarding the General Sherman, 
and, if possible, ascertain the real fate of her crew. It is re- 
ported that the English, French, and American Ministers have 
agreed to go there together in the spring, accompanied by their 
respective fleets, and insist on treaties. ‘I'his is of course un- 
likely after the news from home that the British Government 
will not interfere, but we give the rumour for what it is worth. 
Another rumour is that the French are likely to take separate 
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action to settle their little account with the Koreans ; but th® 


joint action seems much more likely. Chefoo residents, there- 
fore, are looking forward to a lively spring, as that port would 
in all probability be the basis of operations. Our correspondent 
expresses himself confidently that the North is destined.to have 
the honour of the first railway. From Chefoo to Peking is 
the line that will be made first. 

SHANGHAI. 

Dates from Shanghai are to the 10th February. The Freneh 
mail of Dec. 17th was received on the 7th February. 

A case of piracy has occurred in the interior, northward. 
Three foreigners forcibly entered a boat near Kin Tsun, in the 
district of ‘I'siupoo, and stole therefrom: $3,000 in cash and 
tls. 1,000 in notes, together with one bale of silk. The robbers 
caught the boat about noon, and going on board intimidated the 
owners and boatmen, and about 11 P.M. put them on shore af 
a deserted spot, and made off with the booty. The nationality 
of the culprits is not known, nor are their names. The Recorder 
also mentions the following case :—A band of native robbers 
recently entered a bank at Soochow and made away with sycee, 
dollars, and gold to the value of about tls. 5,000. Only one of 
the malefactors was captured by the native authorities. He 
was tried and executed ; but the others seem to have got away 
scot free with the booty. 

Another European pirate has just met with condign punish- 
ment at Shanghai. ‘The evs states that at the Mixed Court 
ou February 2, Jesse King was brought up charged with being 
engaged in the piratical expedition for which Smith and Caleby 
had been sentenced to two years’ pena! servitude. The prisoper 
had already acknowledged his guilt. In consideration of the 
evidence he gave enabling those two men to be more readily 
brought to justice, H.B.M. Consul recommended his Excellency 
the Taotai to passon him the mitigated sentence of penal 
servitude for six months, with deportation from China at the 
expiration of the term. Sentence accordingly. 

The Customs return of trade at Shanghai during the month of 
December is chiefly noteworthy for the great falling off indicated 
in the imports of shirtings ; Only 195,405 pieces of grey, and 
19,653 pieces white shirtings having arrived, against 403,373 
and 44,578 respectively, during the same month of 1865. 
Camlets also fell from 31,958 pieces in the previous years to 
8,490, and Spanish stripes from 11,978 to 6,242. Lustre; offer 
almost the only instance of increase, figuring for 51,370 pieces, 
against 36,548. Only 6,000 tons of coal were received against. 
12,000, and only 170 piculs of rice against 36,993. About 
4,000 more piculs of green tea came from Niogpo, but 2,000 
leas from Kiukiang. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock bas, under date of 14th January, issued 
a notification to the effect that it shall be lawful for aud the 
duty of Her Majesty’s Judicial Officers, when it shall appear 
necessary, to summon before them and enforce the attendance 
of all persons who it may be reported to them have me 
ostensible means of livelihood, and then and there require 
of such persons to state, and; where expedient to produce, 
evidence of the means they possess of subsistence; and 
should it appear that such persons possess no ostensible 
means of livelihood, it shall be lawful to order such persons to 
inform the Court of their place of residence, and to report them- 
selves to such persons as the Judicial Officers shall direct, a 
such times aud with such formalities as shall be then directed ; 
and any neglect in obeying any order thus given shall reader the 
perscn guilty of the disobedience liable to imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding ten days or deportation from China, and to 
be detained in custody until a fit time and opportunity for his 
deportation arrives. In consideration of the urgent necessity 
for this regulation the Minister further orders that it shall have 
effect unless and until disapproved of by Her Most Gracious 
Majesty, and notification of such disapproval is received and 
published by him in China. 

The following additional particulars are given of the recers 
transfer of the steam trafficon the Yangtsze:—The Shanghai 
Steam Navigation Company, which has been steadily recovering 
from the depression caused by its many misfortunes during the 
early portion of its career, has now completed an arrange went 
by which it gets nearly the whole of the river traffic into its 
hands. The directors have bought the whole of Messrs. Dent 
and Co.’s property on both sides of the river—both wharf aad 
dock—and their two steamers, the Hirado and Fusiyama, for 
taels 550,000, payable in instalments extending over cighteea 
montbs. ‘lhey have also arranged for the purchase of a new 
steamer now being built by Messrs, Jardine, Matheson aad 
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Co. in England, and have come to an understanding with these 
firms that neither will compete with them on the river, while 
the S.S.N. Company agrees not to ply between Shanghai and 
Hong Kong. The company further undertakes not to raise 
the rate of freight beyond taels 5 a ton from Hankow, at which 
it will, we believe be temporarily fixei, as the present 
charge of taels 4 does not prove remunerative. The Tawah is 
already in their hands, the Avzangloong therefore remains their 
only competitor. 

The Shanghai Ztecorder says :—“ We are glad to be able to 
agnounce that a despatch has been received from the Post- 
master-General, Hong Kong, to the effect that the Duke of 
Montrose has given his sanction to the proposal that when the 
regular day for despatching the mail in Shanghai falls on a 
Monday, the mails shall be despatched on the previous day ; an 
end will therefore be put to the Sunday mail grievance. We 
presume the regulation will apply equally to Christmas Day. If 
this be not certain, it would be well to ask the question between 
this and next Christmas.” 

The North China Daily News contains the following paragraph, 
relating to the Prussian Consul at Shanghai :—“ Mr. Tettenborn 
is singularly unhappy in his notifications. A short time ago 
he instructed Prussian subjects to fall into the trap prepared 
by the Chinese, with the object of making foreigners parties to 
the collection of squeezes from themselves. Now, because a 
Prussian carpenter, who proved himself before the Board of 
Examiners supremely ignorant of almost everything a pilot 
should know, is refused a {certificate, H.P.M.’s Consul-General 
withdraws from the association of treaty consuls who are en- 
deavouring to place the Yangtze pilotage on a better footing, 
and declares that he will issue licences himself. Without for a 
moment questioning Mr. Tettenborn’s ability to decide on the 
competency of his countrymen to pilot vessels in the Hwangpoo 
and Yangtze rivers, we cannot but regret that he should have 
seen fit to isulate himself from his colleagues.”” We understand 
that Mr. Tettenborn has since relented, and now co-operates 
with the Board. 

A complicated case has been decided in the Mixed Court, of 
which the North China Herald gives the following outline :— 

“A more hopelessly confused dispute than that between 
Messrs. Adamson and Co. and Wong Kin-kee seldom has to be 
unravelled. It affords, however, a fair sample of the complica- 
tions likely to arise when business between foreigners and 
Chinese is conducted on the basis of ‘ friendly feeling ’ alluded 
to by the plaintiff; and mutual understanding, instcad of 
documentary proof, is relied on to bring about a satisfactory 
settlement. In order to fully understand the case, it is 
necessary to go back to the action lately brought by Messrs. 
Adamson and Co. against Kin-kee in the Mixed Court for the 
recovery of 30,000 taels advanced to get him out of gaol when 
imprisoned for debt by Messrs. Dent and Co. Judgment was 
then given against him, as entries in Messrs, Adamson’s 
books attested the advance, and he had continued to 
pay interest on it up to the present time Kin- 
kee, however, repudiates the debt, affirming that they 
‘merely paid Dent and Co. with money handed to them 
by his frievds for that express purpose ; that that transaction, 
therefore, is at an end, and thatthe entry against him in the 
books of the firm had a totally different origin. Not only is he 
not indebted to them in the amount stated, but they owe him 
36,000 taels on grounds which a whole history is necessary to 
explain. The case, therefore, stands thus. Messrs. Adatason 
and Co. allege that Kin-kee owes them 30,000 taels, which they 
advanced to get him out of gaol, but which Kin-kee asserts have 
been paid. And he in turn avers that they owe him 35,000 
taela, part of which they deny having received, and to part of 
Which they deny his claim. To explain away the debt, and to 
peouver the sum which he claims, was the double object of 
the present action. . 

“ For the origia of the dispute we have to go back to 1862, 
when the rebela were roaming through Anbwey, and Kin-kee 
- Was sent to purchase Fychow teas on behalf of his foreign 
petrons. A portion of the teas collected fell into rebel posses- 
gion, @ portion came to grief on their way down country, and a 
loss ef 39,800 taels resulted from the transaction. Kin-kee’s 
abtory now is that Messrs. Adamson and Co. were disinclined to 
advise their partners of the loss, and engaged him to procure 
éhem funds to cover the deficit. He was only able personally 

. be advanoe 9,800 taels, but negotiated a loan for them of the 
Temsinivg 30,000 taels, of which he undertook the responsibility 
On, the understaudimy that be was to have an opportunity of 
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repaying himself out of future transactions with which the firm 
would entrust him. The loss, therefurc, was entered as a loan 
to Kin-kee, and he has continued for several years to pay inte- 
rest on it as thougn it were a boxa fide transaction. Ilis refusal 
to continue doing so wns the cause of the action in the Mixed 
Court ; and the loss of that action prompted him to bring a 
counter claim for the recovery of the 9,8U0 taels advanced in 
1862 of a subsequent loan of 9,100 taels made by him in 
1864, and of the interest paid by him during four years on 
the fictitious loan of 30,000 taels, of which we have—from Kin- 
kee’s point of view—explained the origin. Messrs. Adamson’s 
answer, we believe, is very brief; they deny the whole state- 
ment ; deny that they ever received the sum paid for Kin-kee’s 
release, and deny that he ever made the advances alleged. ‘They 
further produce an acquittance signed by Kin-kee of all outstand- 
ing claims which might have existed between thein on the score 
of tea transactions, and an acknowledgment of debt which he 
now repudiates. Their books too are innocent of any entry 
referring to such transactions. On Kin-kee, of course, fell the 
onus of proving his statement. He failed todo so, and a non- 
suit was the result.”

There beiag no opposition to the bankrupt’s discharge it was accordingly 

ranted. 

: Mr. Mysurau said he should not apply for the declaration of a farther 
dividend in consequence of an arrangement having been came to between 
the assignees of the bankrupt and the trustees of the estate of Buchanan, 
Hamilton, and Co., which required some consideration to understand, and 
which would materially affect the amounts which the different bill-holders 
under the estate of Jarvie, Thorburn, and Co., might have to receive. It 
appeured that a remittance fund had been created, out of which the bill- 
holders would have to receive a portion of the amount of their proofs, so 
that they would be paid a dividend out of the bankrupt’s estates and out 
of this fund. It would therefore be inexpedient to declare a dividend, 
inasmuch as if too much were paid to firms alao ia liquidation, it would 
be difficult perhaps to yet the excess repaid. 

Mr. MyBurGu also applied for leave to be given to the assignees to 
make payment for services rendered by a Mr. Barnard, the professional 
accountant employed by them in the preparation of the bankrupt's accounts, 
as they were very complicated and extended over a long time. 

Leave was granted. 

An application was made for remuneration to the creditors’ assignees. 

The Cuixr Juvag, however, did not think the Act gave him power to 
sanction any payment to the creditors’ assignees by way of remuneration 
for services. All he could do would be to sanction any expenses they had 
incurred in the performanes of their duties.

Mr, Rennie appeared for the bankrupt and Mr. Myburgh for the Agra 
and Mas':rman’s Bank, 

Mr. Jounston, on behalf of Mesars. Jardine and Co., claimed tls. 
2,412.42 on balance of account, which was admitted. 

Mr. Bayne, on behalf of the Bank of Hindustan, claimed tls. 8,302.49 
on balance of account, against which the bank held a share in the North 
China Insurance Company, which was admitted, subject to an application 
to sell the share. 

~The Cuier Jupce: An application has been made by the Bank of Hin- 
dustan to sell this share. Now, although there is a clause in the Deed of 
Settlement of the North China Insurance Office that no shares can be 
sold excepting to such person or persons as the board of directors may 
approve, I am of opinion that when a shareholder comes into bankruptcy 
the Court cen compel the company to accept the best purchaser, meaning 
by the best purchaser he who will give the most for the share or shares. 
It is the duty of the official assignee to look after the interests of the 
creditors irrespectively of those of the company. The bank who are the 
equitable owners of the share should make an application in the regular 
way to the Court who will then direct the legal owner, the official as- 
signee, to sell the share for the benefit of the bank; or it will direct him 
to make the transfer to the party accepted by the office, on the terms that 
the tenders made for the share are shown to him, in order that he may 
judge whether or not the best price offered has been accepted. 

Mr. Srewanrt, on behalf of the Oriental Bank, claimed tls. 27,884.97 on 
balance of account which was admitted, also tls. 11,183.45 which was ad- 
mitted, also tls. 24,397.84. Against this last claim the bank held shares 
in two insurance companies viz. :—one in the North China and three in 
the China Fire. ‘The consideration of this claim was adjourned until an 
application for sale of the shares should be made. 

Mr. Mynurcu claimed for the Agra and Masterman’s Bank on a 
balance of account, tls. 41,734.45, which was admitted. He stated that 
he intended applying for the sale of the shares of which his clients held 
the equitabie estate. It was also his intention on behalf of his clients to 
oppose the discharge of the bankrupt, not so much with the view of pre- 

venting the delivery of the order of discharge or its adjournment sine die, 
as with a view of endeavouring to get it given coupled with some arrange- 

‘ments as to future acquired property or income. Mr. Mybuargh considered 
that he should be able to show he was justified, at least, to this extent, in 
the opposition he proposed to offer. It would be necessary for him to 
examine the bankrupt, but under the circumstances he should prefer avail- 
‘ing himself of an adjournment, suggested as necessary, to enable him to 
examine the accounts filed, and he should then be prepared to enter into 
the case fully. 

BoursAvu, HuBENER AND Co. v. FOONG-TAE-HONG. 

This was a claim for $288.32. Foong-tae-hong in April chartered the 
Zuxine for a voyage from Chefoo to Swatow. The vessel was disabled in 
the river by getting on the North Bank, and was subsequently sold by 

‘order of the Supreme Court. The plaintiffs had received $1,000 as advance 
on the charter party. The plaintiffs now claim from the defendants 
tls. 258.52 as general average. The Court adjourned the case. The 
‘Frussian Consul, we may state, had decided that Bourjau, Hubener and 
Co. could not be compelled to refund the tls. 1,000. 

GLOVER AND Co. v. SHEN-YUER. 

This was a claim of 233.12 tls., the balance of freight on 9,541 piculs of 
millet conveyed by the Corea from Newchwang. The defendant said that 
there were not more than 9,000 piculs, and at the Custom-houses in New- 

‘chwang and Shanghai the number of piculs had been passed as 9,()U0 also. 
The bill of lading was produced for 9,000 piculs of millet. In the absence 
of the plaintiff, the Court gave judgment for the defendant with costs. 

HANKOW. 

Rebel depredations in the surrounding country as usual 
occupy a prominent feature in the news from this port, It had 
been hoped that the rebels had retreated on Honan, but the 
expectation seems to be premature, and their reappearance, to 
the great discomfiture of the Chinese authorities, is reported. 

KIUKIANG., 

The only item of news from this port is the laying of the 
foundation-stone of a newchurch, which ceremovy was per- 
formed on the 25th January by ‘Mr. Medhurst, H.B.M. Consul 
at Hankow. A public breakfast, at which a lar ge number of 
the community and several guests from Hankow were pre- 
sent, suc-celed. The whole proceeding went off most satis-

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HONG KONG. 

Dates from this port are to the 15th February. The outward 
mails of December 26 arrived on the 8th February with Lon- 
don telegrams to the 7th January. 

The most interesting topic of conversation at Hong Kong 
during the fortnight had been the arrival of the Colorado. The 
Daily Press says:—The Colorado, it appears, will not go away 
from here empty handed. The agents of the line have already 
refused to take any more freight for Yokohama, on account of 
the poor facilities there for promptly discharging a large quan- 
tity, and fearful of detaining her too long at that port. For 
San Francisco a good amount is offering, much more than was 
expected, which speaks well for the favour with which 
the line is already beginning to be viewed. It seems how- 
ever that as far as accommodations go, those of the Colo- 
rado although of the first description, are better adapted to 
residents of America or Europe rather than those of Asia, A 
passenger, writing to the China Mail says :—“ Here every per- 
son takes his daily bath. Only fancy 150 old residents in 
India bound to San Francisco, all wanting a bath in the morn- 
ing, and all waiting their turn to get into the one solitary bath 
that this steamer contains, with the privilege ofjpay ing a waiter 
50 cents for getting it ready. Another great abuse is that 
there is no light table drink supplied by the company, which 
our old P. and O. Company are very liberal of ; but on board 
the Colerado such is sld at exorbitant rates. Verily, without 
these and a few other abuses are altered by the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, the P. and O. will get a long start in the 
competitive battle.’ 

The half-yearly general meeting of shareholders in the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Binking Corporation was held on the 11th 
February. The Hon. J. Dent occupied the chair. A report and 
balance-sheet were read, from which it appeared that the net 
profit for the half-year ending December 31st, including 
$45,696.86 brought forward from last account, after defraying 
all outgoings and current expenses, deducting interest paid and 
due, and muking provision for bad debts, amounting to 
$347,085.07 ; of which, after taking out rebate on bills not yet 
due, and allowing for the amount written off preliminary ex- 
penses, the remuneration of directors, &c., there remained for 
appropriation $290,901.44. From the latter sum the directors 
recommended the distribution of a dividend of $7.50 on the 
paid-up sharcs and $1.50 on the new shares, being equivalent 
to6 per cent. for the half-year or ]2 per cent. per annum, which 
will absorb 8180,000 ; and of the balance the directors propose 
carrying 875,000 to the reserve fund, and $35,901.44 to the 
credit of new account. The report and balance-sheet were 
uvanimously adopted. 

The first ordinary meeting of the Hong Kong, Canton, and 
Macao Steamboat Company was held on the 8th February, and 
a satisfactory statement of the company’s affairs was laid 
before the shareholders. No dividend was declared, but in view 
of the exhausting competition on the Canton river, out of 
which the company only came successfully towards the close of 
last year, and in view of the high prices they had to pay for 
the steamers taken over from Messrs. Russell and Co., no divi- 
dend was expected. The shereholders will probably have been 
highly satisfied under the circumstances at finding that the 
profit and loss account of the year showed a small favourable 
balance, which the board recommended should be carried 
forward to new account as undivided profits. The report was 
agreed to. and the only resoiutions brought forward at the 
meeting related to the remuneration of the directors and the 
conditions of insurance on the steamers, 

We have been requested to contradict the statement which 
appeared in our last asto Mr. Edward Webb having gone to 
China to join Messrs. Birley and Co. We find that several 
letters from Hong Kong mentioned the same thing, but we are 
assured it is incorrect. 

There is still (says the China Mail) some business being done 
at the Mint, if not for the employés, at least for the thieves. A 
somewhat extensive robbery was committed in that establish- 
ment latciy. It would seem that Mr. Davies, superintendent 
of the bullion office, had one night left the key of his safe in 
the lock, certainly a very convenient aid to any one klepto- 
maniacally inclined. An individual so touched was found 
ready-made in the person of one of the coolies whose duty it is 
to put out the lights early in the morning ; and this member of 
the department, we learn, has disappeared to parts unknown. 
‘The sum taken amounted to $180, consisting of notes and silver 
coins of various values. ‘Scouts are said to be closely upon the 
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fellow’s track, and may probably succeed in apprehending him ; 
but in the meantime it might be as well for keys to be left 
elsewhere than in their locks, and a system of searching China- 
men at the Mint adopted. 

With regard to the working of the Mint, the Overland Trade 
Report says :—“ In many ways the action of this Government 
in connection with the Mint has been difficult to comprehend, 
but in nothing more than in relation to the small coins from 
which so much was expected and so little advantage has as yet 
accrued to the colony. One of the queries put by the Governor 
to the Mint Commissioners related to that subject, and if our 
readers turn to the report they will see that the para- 
graph numbered six? deals with i:. The Commissioners 
say that while the Mint will not answer on a_ large 
scale except by the successful production of Hong Kong 
dollars, ‘with regard to the subsidiary coinage of fractional 
parts of a dollar, there is so much necessity for that here, that 
we think it will always return a profit upon its own cost to 
Mint, but the extent of that profit it will be impossible to esti- 
mate until we know how far the colony and the neighbouring 
ports of China will absorb such coinage.’ What effurts have 
been made to push the subsidiary coins either here or anywhere 
else? They have it is true been on offer at the Treasury, and 
anyone who chose to take dollars or bank-notes to that office 
has been at liberty to obtain ten and twenty cent pieces in 
exchange, but that is merely suffering the public to obtain them, 
that is not pushing them into extensive circulation.” 

Mr. Mitchell, the Postmaster-General, and Mr. Rie, from the 
General Post-office, London, had started in the Douglas on & 
tour of inspection of post-offices in the North and Japan. The 
main object of their tour is to make arrangements for transferring 
the British postal service of China and Japan to the Hong Kong 
Office, 

By advices from Canton we learn that the mandarin troops 
recently despatched against the Hakkas were at first repulsed, 
but that returning with reinforcements they succeeded in de- 
feating the Hakkas and capturing some prisoners, who were 
taken to Canton and executed. The body of so-called “ Hakkas ” 
is however stated to be composed of a large number of insur- 
gent Puntis, with a certain number of Hakkas, who give their 
name to the whole force. The new Governor of Canton is said 
to be exciting some dislike amongst his subordinates by the 
vigorous way in which he deals with abuses, and still more by 
his personally seeing his orders executed. It is said that he 
dispenses too much with form and ceremony, and does not give 
those under him the chance of gaining the fair perquisites of 
their office in the way of “squeeze.” A few officers like this at 
the more important posts would almost regenerate China. 

Attention has been directed to the subject of railways in 
China (says the Overland Trade Report) by the receipt in Hong 
Kong of a despatch from Sir Rutherford Alcock to the com- 
mittee of the China Railway Company. ‘This despatch arrived 
curiously apropos to the statement that the superior diplomacy 
of the French agents at Peking had obtained for their Govern- 
ment the right to construct a line between Shanghai and Soo- 
chow. It has been held that this despatch throws discredit on 
the statement, but all that it proves is that the application of 
Sir Rutherford Alcock to the Chinese Government was rejected. 
This can hardly surprise any one who reads even the present 
despatch, in which the British Minister epitomises the commu- 
nication be had sent to Prince Kung. He reports himself as 
having enumerated the advantages reaped in Western countries 
from the existence of railways, pointing out that revenue might 
be derived from them, that they improved commerce, and that 
they greatly increased the military strength of the Government. 
The prejudices which had been felt against them at first in 
other countries, he said, had always disappeared on their ivtro- 
duction. He did not urge Prince Kung to reply immediately, 
but to wait and hear what the Chinese Commissioner who re- 
cently proceeded to Europe with Mr. Hart had to say on the 
subject when he returned. It is hardly necessary to add that 
such an application as this, met simply with a verbose negative 
from tne chief of the Tsunle-Yamen. Judging the despatch to 
Prince Kung by what Sir Rutherford says of it himself, one 
might imagine that it was purposely constructed for the purpose 
of indicating that the writer was merely fulfilling an inevitable 
form in making his application, and that the Chinese Minister 
Was supplied beforehand with excuses to be offered in return, 
even the excuse dearest of all to the Chinese nature, the excuse 
fora long delay. Sir Rutherford wrote in July last, but 
Prince Kung being told that he was not expected to give an 
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immediate reply, did not answer till December. Then he wrote 
making commonplace references to the vague and undefined 
“ difficulties ” of introducingf{railways into China, the prejudices 
of the people, and the undeniable fact that China was diffe- 
rent from other countries. The difference he appeared to think 
mainly consisted in the more elaborate cultivation and occupa- 
tion of the Flowery Land than those of wild and barbarous 
regions in Europe, where railways had been introduced with 
success, and in conclusion he declines to have anything to do 
with the subject. Sir Rutherford appears deeply impressed 
with his striking and original remarks, and recommends the 
China Railways Company to give up their project. That they 
had not the slightest ground for hoping anything from his 
assistance ; that nothing he was likely to do in Peking would 
in the least degree promote an important measure of progress 
in China must have been very obvious from the first to any 
one who had studied the course of recent British diplomacy in 
this country. That this should be so is a painful and humi- 
liating state of things. That enterprising English capitalistg 
and men of science (sic vos non vobis) should exert tlhemselveg 
in laying the foundations for a great scheme like that of intro- 
ducing railways in the Far East, only to see others reap the 
reward of their exertions through the feeble and lethargic 
character of their national representation is mortifying enough, 
but i¢ can scarcely have been surprising to those who have 
been familiar for any length of time with the current of events 
in this part of the world. 

The following fortnightly review of the Hong Kong markets 
is from the Overland Trade} Report :— 

A somewhat unpleasant discovery is thus recorded by the 
China Mail :—“So soon after the explosion which so clearly 
brought before the mind of every one the terribly destructive 
power possessed by gunpowder, it may be matter of surprise to 
learn that a gunpowder manufactory of rather alarming extent 
has been in working order for a considerable time at the western 
end of Victoria. Yet such appears to have been the case up 
tili late last night, at which time police constabie Johnson (56) 
pounced upon the entire’establishment. The facts, so faras we 
can at present gather, are something about the following. In 
the village of Shek-tong-tsui, within a stone's throw of the 
Pokfolum-road, and at a distance of about 100 yards from 
the gas company’s works, are situated two small Chinese 
houses. One of these is the mill, and the other was the store- 
house of the factory. In the latter, at the time of the discovery, 
nearly 200 cwt. of gunpowder were found stored in a wooden 
chest, and tied up in two mat bags, while amongst the loose 
stones two stone jars were found containing nearly a cwt. more 
of the ‘ fire medicine.” So perfectly unconscious or careless 
were the powder manufacturers of the dangerous nature of the 
mixture amongst which they were working, that the box in 
which the powder was keptjformed a bed for one of the workers 
every night. And,as if nothing were left unprovided for to 
secure an explosion, a fire for cooking, &c., was burning in the 
same room. A quantity almost equal to that found (which is — 
now stored at the water police station) is said to have been 
made at the factory every day; but this we suspect to be an 
exaggeration.” 

The following vessels were about leaving for home -for the 
purpose of being put out of commission:—The Barossa, 21, 
400-horse power, Captain H. Boys; and the Coquette, 4, 200- 
horse power, Commander A. G. Rae. 

As usual, the Chinese have during the past fortnight univer- 
sally given themselves up to the observance of their annual 
featival of the New Year, which began on the 5th inst., to the 
exclusion of everything else, and business has consequently 
been restricted and of small amount. During the last few 
days, however, some inclination has been shown to purchase, 
but this has only been of staple articles, aud mostly for the 
recuperation of exhausted (stocks, and the supply of a small 
consumptive demand. It is not probable that business will fairly 
be, in progress again for some weeks, as the holidays extend 
through a greater portion of the current month, and the wants 
of the country trade, for which Hong Kong is the base of supplies, 
are not ascertained until about the beginning of next month. 
There has been little change in the ruling of commercial values, 
prices continuing at a low range, ard the markets are far from 
presenting a heulthy or satisfactory tone for reasons that were 
assigned in the last issue of this report, and that to a great 
extent still continue to exist. The disposition to realise on 
goods at almost any price is still apparent, and it is known 
that during the past fortnight sales have been made for cash at 
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rates that cau Barely pay the freight and charges ou the goods 
laid down here. The Chinese are always the most persistent 
of “ Bears” and seldom fail to appreciate and take advantage 
of such a state of trade, and in view of this they are now offer- 
ing for staple goods scarcely their prime cost at home. Intelli- 
gence received by the last mail of the enormous exports that 
had been made of Manchester goods for China created no little 
uneasiness in this market, more especially when it was under- 
stood that a larger portion of these immense shipments had 
been made on account of Manchester houses, and were not 
Hong Kong purchases. That there is no profit to be derived 
from thus flooding an already weak, and depressed market is 
very cleur, and it appears exceedingly unfair that colonial mer- 
chavts should have to contend against such fearful odds thus 
thrust upon them. In view of this there is little prospect of 
any better range of prices being attained, and the losses that 
must ensue from the markets being stocked so much in excess 
of the demand wili increase the embarrassments already no- 
ticed. 


SIAM. 
BANGKOK. 

A great ceremony has just been celebrated in Siam, which 
drew large numbers of visitors from all parts of the East, 
namely, the burning of the body of the Second King of that 
country, who died a year ago. Siam, unlike most Eastern 
kingdoms that retain pure their native Government, has 
prospered apace by its connection with the commerce of Europe, 
and is more wealthy now, probably, than ever it was under the 
reign of its ancient princes, This wealth was allowed to 
display itself on the occasion. Over sixty thousand people 
were gathered round the scene of incremation, and amid the 
grotesque and gorzecus panoply proper to the occasion the 
body of the Second King, a prince who self-taught had become 
an English scholar and a man of parts, was reduced to dust, 
by a process somewhat more sharp but not less sure than that 
which awaits the whole of us. 

The Bangkok [Recorder takes farewell of its readers in its 
issue of the 16th February, it having been decided by the pro- 
prietor and editor to stop the publication. ‘I'he necessity which 
compels this step will be regretted as much by the East gene- 
rally as by the people in Bangkok ; for the Bangkok Recorder 
—always decorous and moderate in its writings—afforded us a 
kuowledge of the condition and progress of Siam which must 
now be greatly shut out from us. It served, moreover, to bring 
the politics and public concerns of that country so before the 
view of the world as to give, perhaps, a better guarantee of the 
maintenance of its territorial integrity than could be afforded 
by the councils of its rulers. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
SINGAPORE 

From this port we have advices to the 22nd February. The 
English mail of January 10 arrived out on ,the 16th, and the 
French mail of January 17 on the 19th February. The latter 
conveyed London telegrams to the 8th February, the only in- 
stance in which public telegrams had reached Singapore in 
eleven days. | 

The approaching transfer is the leading topic, and on this the 
Straits Times has the following remarks :— 

“The time is now rapidly approaching when the public 
accounts are to be transferred from the (Indian to the colonial 
keeping—the 30th of April being the expiry of the Indian official 
year—but as far as the public can judge, very few preparations 
appear to be making towards this end. With respect, too, to 
the changes of the various offices under Government, there 
seems to be quite as little evidence of any approach towards the 
new order of things. Further than that Colonel Ord, our future 
Governor, will arrive here by the first mail in March, together 
with his private secretary—that Mr. Robinson, formerly of 
the Colonial-office is, to follow shortly afterwards to assume 
the appointment of Colonial Secretary, and that a few days 
since Mr. Irvine, the new Auditor General, arrived, actually 
nothing is known here of the institution of the colonial regime. 
Major General Kavenagh, will, it is believed, leave Singapore 
before the arrival of his successor ; his health is doubtless the 
cause of this, his Honour going home upon sick certificate ; 
but the public attribute it iu some respect to a feeling of just 
dissatisfaction with the scant courtesy which, after a period of 
eight years of uninterrupted toil in the settlement, has been 
vouchsafed to him in connection with the coming change of 
Government. It is beyond all doubt that as the termination of 
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our connection with India approaches, a fecling of something 
very ukin to regret begins to display itself. This is due in @ 
great measure to the clean sweep of office-bearers which has 
been determined upon, as the cry for the transfer was one 
against masures not men.” 

The British steamer Agamemnon, Captain Middleton, from 
Liverpool (via Mauritius and Penang),urrived on the 21st of 
February. 

The Ayumemnon experienced heavy weather after leaving. 
Mauritius, which caused a breakdown in her machinery, and 
compelled her to put back to that port for repairs, where she 
remained twelve days. She had 352 tons of cargo for this 
port, and 778 tons for China. 


JAVA. 
BATAVIA, 

From this port an important Salvage case is reported, which 
a correspondent of the Straits Times thus describes :-— 

“There hes been a pretty little quarrel getting up in Batavia 
between a great mercantile firm there and the agent of the 
Netherlands India Steamboat Company, of which the following 
are the particulars, and unless some reasonable arrangement is 
made there is little doubt that a considerable amount will get 
into the kands of the Dutch lawyers :—The Lady Louisa, British 
ship, from China, and bound to New York, got on shore in the 
neighbourhood of Lucipara Island, and the Dutch mail steamer

to get the ship off, for which service a bill for £500 was 
given, proceeded to Singapore with the mails, undertaking, 
however, at the La//y Louisa captain’s request, to return to 
his assistance as soon as she delivered her mails, which she 
accordingly did, the remuneration for which service it was pro- 
posed I believe to be left to arbitration. In the meantime, 
however, ews of the accident had reached Batavia, and the 
above firm being Lloyd’s agents put themsclves in communica- 
tion with the agent of the steamboat company, and an arrange- 
ment was entered into by which the Minister Fransen van der 
Putte was despatched to the scene of the disaster, Lloyd's agents 
agreeing, it appears, to be responsible for the expenditure of 
coals should the vessel have been already got off and the 
steamer’s serviccs not be required. Two gentlemen accompanied 
the steamer, ove on the part of Lloyd’s agents or the British 
Consul— the latter position being held by a gentleman also con- 
nected with the firm—the other on the part of the steamboat 
company. No other special agreement, as far as I 
can learn, was made as to the amount or the manner 
of settling the recompense for any services rendered. 
The Minister Fransen van der Putte went to the 
stranded vessel, found her still ashore, and by means of a 
long stage laid from one vessel to the other lightened her about 
two-and-a-half feet when the vessel floated off the bank, which 
it seems was composed of hard sand, and was towed into Bata- 
via. Arrived at Batavia, the above firm constituted themselves 
agents of the vessel, entered her at the Custom-house, and ar 
ranged to store the cargo in a bonded warehouse. So far all 
was right, but while the cargo was being landed some question 
was raised respecting remuneration for the steamer, they claim- 
ing salvage; this was resisted by the fagents of the ship, who 
offered to pay a certain daily hire for the steamer on which it 
seems that the same gentlemen who had accompanied the 
steamer on the part of the company seized some lighters of 
goods from the ship which had already passed the Custom-house 
and were discharging into the warehouse, and by some means 
not distinctly stated, got them transferred from the agents’ 
names to that of the agent of the steamdoat company, by whom 
they are still held. 

“It seems by the arguments used by both parties pro and con 
the salvage claims are thesej:—The agents of the ship say that by 
their or Lloyd’s agent undertaking to pay for the coals there 
was an implied promise to pay the expenses of the ship, which 
they think authorises them to resist the claim for salvage and 
pay a fair hire for the use of the steamer. On the other hand, 
the steamboat company argue that;from the fact of the captain's 
having requested assistance from the company, and there being 
no special agreement for hire, they are fully entitled to a fair 
salvage. Opinions in Batavia, as a matter of course, differ on 
the subject, but as far as I can glean they ere not in favour of 
an excessive reward for services which it seems were not im any 
way dangerous to the vessel rendering them, and entailed 
neither risk of life nor any extraordinary amount of skill nor 
labour to accomplish. Arbitration, I should have thought, 
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would have been a better way of settling such a matter than an 
appeal to the Dutch law courts, which are not particularly clear 
on the subject of salvage.”

GoL_p.—The receipts of gold have been quite unimportant, amounting 
only to $150,000 worth. $310,000 value has been sent away, inclusive 
of the Salsette’s shipments on the 1st inst., and excluding the purchases for 
this opportumity, and the steamers leaving for Calcutta on the 18th inst., 
. which have swept the market. 

Sitver.—Has arrived in large quantities from the North, and has been 
freely takin at hardening rates. ‘The imports represent $720,0U0, and the 
exports £190,000; but this latter sum is exclusive of the three Indian 
steamers leaving as above, by which over a million dollars go forward. 

Mrxican Do__aks.—The movemeuts in coin have been confined to the 
receipt cf $130,000 from the Coast, and the departure of $40,000 out- 
wards, 

ExcnANnGcE.—Bills have been very scarce, and remittances have been in 
great part supplied by Bank drafts. A Jarger business has been done in 
rupees than for some time past; the first purchasers getting2the advantage 
in the declining rate. 

Discount AND MorRTGAGE.—There ia very little money to be had, ex- 
cept upon short discounts; those who have funds available for any length 
of time j referring to invest them in purchases at present low rates. One 
or two ;roperties have been bought up during the weck which have been 
. upon the market for a length of time. 

Suakrs.—Some little business has been done, but there is really no im- 
_ portant change to note during the last few days, the general want of money 
preventing the advance which rates would seein to justify. 

Bannks.—The annual meeting of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking 
Corperation has been held, whena dividend of 12 per cent. per annum was 
declared, and $75,000 carried to the reserve fund. 











COMMERCIAL REPORT. 


CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tr\.—The season is drawing to a close, and the China New Year has 
interfered with all commercial transactions during the past fortnight, so 
that there is little to be said of the tea market. ‘The stocks seem likely 
to hold out longer than usual in consequence of the reluctance of buyers, 
during the latter part of the season, to operate on the terms demanded. 

Cax10n.—The settlement of the two chops Country Congou reported 
last mail, as anticipated, did not lead to any further transactions, and 
the China New Year's holidays are passing over with an unusually heavy 
stock of Congou remaining unsold, present stock being as last advised, 33 
chops or 21,104 packages. Country Greens: Ilolders continue firm; 
there are no further arrivals or settlements to report. Canton-made Teas: 
Some little attention has been directed during the fortnight to Scented 
Orange Iekoes and Gunpowders intended for the Australian market, a few 
Scented Capers have also found buyers; Canton Packed Congou and other 
Canton Teas have been quite neglected. Rates remain unchanged. Sales, 
&c., are reported as follows :—Scented Orange Pekoe, 4,200 boxes at Ts. 
17.5 to 25.5; Scented Caper, 7UU boxes at Tls. 19 to 22; Gunpowder, 
3.000 boxes at Tls. 15 to 23. Stock, 33 chops, or 21,104 packages 
Country Congous, 4,527 packages Country Greens. 

Foc cnow.—Congeu: Settlements continued to the 26th ult. at former 
_ prices, since when the Chinese New Year holidays have entirely put a stop 
tu all business. Reports differ as to the amount still to arrive, but it is 
improt able that present receipts will be increased to any extent. The set- 
tlemei ts reported include 1,187 chests 877 half-chests aud 60 boxes, at 
tly. 7-5 to 17-2-5, say, 131 chests and 327 half-chesta at tls. 7-5 to 13 for 
Dust and Broken Leaf, 736 chests, 350 half-chests and 63 boxes at 
tis. 15-5 for Common to Good Common and 320 chests and 200 half- 
‘chests at tls. 15-5 to 17-2-5 for Flavory. Pekoe: Fair mixed leaf 126 
chests at tls. 24 to 26.

SHanGuat—Only 2,000 chests have been sold during the fortnight, 
litt!e disposition having been shown to purchase at the rates asked. Prices 
exhibit no actual decline, but the fall in exchange has slightly reduced 
the laying down cost. Arrivals have maintained the stock at the figure 
given in the last report, viz., 14,000 chests, and the total supply still due 
from the river this season will probably not exceed 10,000 chests of all 
descriptions. The New Year holidays have caused a temporary ces- 
-gation, but a firmer market is expected when business is resumed. The 
settlements comprise:—Oonam, 620 chests, common, at taels 16.7.5; 
Ningchow, 460 chests, common to medium, at taels 16.2.5 to 19.2. 5; 
Hohow, 860 chests, inferior to common, at taels 14.7.5 to 15.0.0; 
Flowery Pekoe, 60 chests, common, at taels 15.0.0; Re-ship- 
ments, 300 chests. Total settlements, with re-shipments from the river 
ports, from Ist June, 1866, to date, 314,400 chests, against 266,000 
-chests last year. Green Tea: Up to the last day of the Chinese year (the 
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4th inst.) a fair business continued to be done, at rates which show a slight 
decline on last quotations. Teamen generally have not shown the anxiety 
to sell usual at this period, owing to the increased facilities now afforded 
them for holding over their annual settling day. Settlements continue to 
be chietly for the American market, prices being still considerably in ad- 
vance of London rates, and the ships on the berth for New York are 
reported almost full, Fine Teas remain scarce, the stock consisting chiefly 
of undesirable chops. Though the actual stock exhibits no decrease, it is 
believed that little is now left to come forward—say from all quarters 
20,000 balf-chests—and teamen are holding more firmly in consequence. 
Total settlements, with re-shipments from Kiukiang, from 1st June, 1866, 
to date, 322,UUU haif-chesta, against 243,000 half-chests last year. 

Hankow.—During the fortnight under report there had been no settle- 
ments of Black Tea, but the arrival of 300 chests from the country had 
raised the stock to 3,0UU chests. 

KIUKIANG.—In the entire absence of business in eitber Black or Green 
Teas the report is contined to the following statistics: —Arrivals, 1866-7 : 
Black, 122,600; Green, 151,700. Settlements: Black, 122,200; Green, 
146,600. Stock: Black, 400; Green, 5,100. 

YOKoHAMA.—The tea market has been extremely dull during the past 
fortnizht, and buyers are holding off in consequence of unfavourable news 
from both Enzland and America, the high purchases having shown a 
heavy loss. ‘the amount of business done has been too small to fix any 
quvtutions, and prices must be considered nominal, as, although all are 
anxious to sell, they do not like to submit to the decline whicb the few 
buyers that there are like to operate; and some merchants who are at present 
sellers under pressure for money, would prefer to hold for further advices. 
Business will most probably be more settled after the Japanese New Year 
has fairly set in. 

Raw 5i.k.—Cantox.—The market has continued quiet during the 
fortnight, and settlements have been on a very moderate scale; the natives 
aftirm that arrivals have ceased, and that present stocks reported con- 
stitute the bulk of staple to be settled, to complete the present season, now 
fast approaching its close. Prices for Tsatlee Reeh and Loongkongs re- 
main as last ; quoted a decline of about $30 is noticeable in Re-reeled Cum- 
chuck. The prevailing opinion as regards the commoner sorts is that 
prices will reced-, there being too much stock on the market considering 
the late period of the season. Settlements for the fortnight and stocks 
are as follows :—Tsatlee, No. 1, 51 bales, $580 to 600; Loong-kong, No. 
1, 5) bales, £570 to UU; Kowkong, 20 piculs, $510; Lacklow and Cam- 
chuck, no sales, $970 to 580; Seulam, 2U piculs, $440; Re-reeled Cum- 
chuck, 2U0 bi xes, £600 to 610; Punjum, no sales, $150 to 160; Pierced 
Cocvons, no sales, 340 to 95; Waste Silk, no sales, $70 to 85. Stock, 
150 bales, No. 1, Psatlee, 150 bales; No. 1, Loong-kong, 380 piculs Kow- 
kong; 400 piculs Lacklow and Cumchuck; 300 piculs Sealam; 1,000 
piculs Punjum. 

SHANGHAI — But little has been? done; in China Silk during the 
past fortnight, about 130 bales included in the settlements baving 
been shipped by the last mail to Europe, after the previous report was 
made up. The steamer Aden, which left on the 3rd inst., took 110 bales 
to Ilung Kong, to be forwarded by this mail to England, and it does not 
appear probable that more than 100 bales of China Silk will be sent by 
this mail steamer. The transactions being so limited no alteration has 
been made in the table of quotations, but the tendency of the market would 
appear to be towards higher prices. Settlements for the past fortnight, 
350 bales; total settlements since 1st Jan., 1,500 bales. 

YoKONAMA.—The gradual fall in prices, which is the main feature of 
this market since the latter part of December, caused a proportionate de- 
crease in supplies, and the unsold stock, which a month ago amounted to 
900 piculs, has dwindled to about 350. The approach of the Japanese New 
Year also interfered with the arrivals, which during the past fortnight 
scarcely averayed 10 piculs a day, and it is expected that as soon as the 
holidays are over, that is to say in a week or two, they will be resumed 
ona more liberal scale. The settlements of the fortnight are about 450 
piculs, and prices bave further declined; but the reductions obtained 
scarcely compensate for the inferiority of the goods on offer.

Vermilion, best brands, $39 per box of 60 
catties. Cassia Oil: 6 piculs offering at $185 per picul. Rhubarb of low 
quality remains as already reported on, for which holders ask extravagant 
prices. Star Anniseed, none.

The Budget of the Marine Department was carried by the Second 
Chamber of the States General by a majority of 16 votes (viz., 44 ayainst 
26), and perhaps before this letter is posted I shall have to add that 
the Military Budyet has passed also with a similar majority. Indeed, I 
have but a few words to add to these facts, notwithstanding that the dis- 
cussions were very long; they regarded, however, only military matters 
and questions undoubtedly of much interest to those who are delighted 
with the idea of making a militury and maritime State of the Netherlands, 
but of very little importance to those—amongst whom I belong —who 
underwrite the mot of M. de Girardin—d n'y @ plus bete que la guerre. The 
debate about the question, whether we are powerful enough to defend our- 
selves or not against the agressive designs of any Power, was indeed 
curious, and you see that the result was that the majority was of opinion 
that we can, unless those members think it their duty to throw away our 
millions, or, as Mr. vy. d. Putte said, the India millions. The discussions 
about tle manner and means of our defence were as long and perhaps of 
the same interest as those about the former question, and, notwithstanding, 
I will suppose that there are some amongst your readers who can find time 
enough to read these discussions in full. I certainly think that your 
valuable space cannot be wurse occupied than by inserting even an extract 
of this arid debate, of which I pick up for your English readers that the 
monitors and ironclads, by which our maritime service will be augmented 
year, will be ordered in England, because it is impossible to build them 

ere. 


As to the marine, we stay now before a fatt accompli, unless the First 
Chambcr of the States General rejects this budget. Our millions will go 
the way of all the millions, not at once, but some twenty from year to year, 
in order that ‘we should always be in the mood,” as the Minister of the 
Marine Lepartment stated, perhaps unwillingly criticising his own plans. 
His explanations about the reasons why our marine is declining were 
however too new to interest your readers in India. They certainly know 
that until now it was said that this resulted only from the fact that there 
was no firm system followed by any Minister; this reason was, huwever, 
denied by the actual chief’ of that department, who said that the true 
reason—the very cancer—was that the marine fur India appeared till now 
upon the budget. The present Ministry was of opinion that this was an 
abnormality, and therefore ceased with it. So India will have in future 
its own marine, and eight millions of gilders will be spent for this aim in 
the current year. The service will be done alternately by our maritime 
soldiers. ‘Ibe protests of some Liberals against these plans had no effect 
whatsoever. Even the endeavour of Mr. de Roo to give to our arming- 
fever a pure character of defence failed ; his amendment to build monitors 
(to defend our river mouths) instead of ironclads (with power to cruss the 
seaS) was rejected by Od against 29 votes. 


The Minister of the Financial Department has made known that a new 
postal cummundication is organised with China, ria St. Petersburg and 
Siberia, — ‘Uwice a week, viz., every Tuesday and Friday, @ mail is de- 
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spatched from St. Petersburg for Kiachta, and from there a mail is ex pected 
four times a month (the Sth, 12th, 19th, and 26th) to Tien-Tsin, via 
Urya, Kalgan, and Peking. The distance from St. Petersburg to Kiachta 
is performed within tive weeks, and from there to Peking in thirteen days. 
The letters which are sent by this mail must be addressed “ ma St. Petera- 


| bury,” and when they are posted in China the address must be provided 


with the inscription “ via Kiachta.” 

The many truths contained in your article, ‘Java andthe Datch,” are 
read here with a good deal of interest.

satisfactory, and stable basis. Now that the Government is again in the 
hands ot the Conservatives, 1 need not say that we bave no hope for any im- 
provement. The Colonial Minister Trabranen, being the leader of the 
colonial politicians bere, and Mr. Myer at Batavia, every hope for any 
Liberal reform is annihilated. The Liberal papers may insist upon it and 
warn for the future, but this cry is now only a rox clumantis in deserto. 
ludeed, to keep the natives in a low and servile condition has been and is 
still the aim of the extortionate Conservatives. Perhaps you are astonished 
that the Liberals could nut force their measures; but they are not sup- 
ported by the nation, which has been disgusted with colonial matters by a 
paper war of ten years about measures that never were applied, and,believing 
the threatenings of the Conservative papers that the colonial returns will be 
lost by the Liberal measures, the electors support the Conservative candi- 
dates, and make it impossible that the Liberals can apply their system of 
reform. 

The question to provide the want of medical officers for the services 
in India was much discussed during the last days in the papers, and in 
consequence thereuf Mr. Janckbloet urged in Parliament that their peti- 
tion should be improved, to prevent the manifuld demands for dismissal 
from the service ; and to set the Chamber the opportunity to prove that 
the members were willing to assist the Cabinet in this matter, he proposed 
to augment the chapter personal of the marine of the budget with 1,600f. 
which proposal was approved of by 49 against 20. 

During the last Parliamentary discuasions the Parliament was also in- 
terpellated about the desirableness that a steam mail packet service shoald 
be organised between India and the Netherlands ; the Government, how- 
ever, was of opinion that such a line should be organised with more suc- 
cess by private persons than by the Government. 

In a former letter I told you that Mr. Fransen van de Putte (ex-mini- 
ster) publislied in the Z'ydschrijt voor Ned Indie some extracts of import- 
ant but secret Government papers relating to India. A rumour is now cur- 
rent tbat he will be prosecuted therefore, bat as it is only published by the 
Cunservative papers, 1 think it will be prudent to wait for further particu- 
lars Lefore believing it. 

The last returns about the rinderpest are again less favourable. For tha 
week ending the 9th of March 1363 heads of cattle were attacked, against 
1248 and 1607 in beth the previous weeks. 

Within a very short time a second edition will be published of the 
valuable work: ‘' #ieurs, Fruits et Feuillages, choises de la Flore et de lg 
Pumone de ile de Java, peints d’apres nature,” par Mad. Berthe Hoole 
van Nvoten. 

To-day a new story is afloat, saying that France is engaged in forming 
a confederation, of which she is to be the front and chief, and Holland, 
Belgium, and Switzerland the other parts. France, by virtue of a plehis- 
cite, is to have Luxemburg, and the alliance is said to be one of the same 
kind as that between Prussia and the other German States. I need not 
say that the only object of the alliance should be to counteract the influeace 
of the German League. All that I can say about that improbable story 
is, that I do not believe one word of it; so much is certain, that the Nether- 
lands never will enter into such an alliance. 

Mr. G. F,. Plate has asked for hia dismissal as Dutch Consul at Kana- 
gawa; Mr. W. van der Tak is appointed in his place.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


HaMBouRG, MaRcH 23. 

A very important public meeting was held last Saturday at the Ex- 
e Rooms in this city to take into consideration the proposal made 

for establishing an independent German Institution for the classification of 
vessels under the name of the * Germanic Lloyd's,” in order to emanci- 
the shipowners from the monopoly hitherto enjoyed on the Continent 

y the French, “ Bureau Veritas.” It appears that for a long time past 
Complaints bave been made of the heavy charges levied by the surveyors 
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of that company, the unfair and arbitrary manner in which they classify 
vessels, and above all for the late innovation of prefixing a star before the 
names of certain vessels which gives them a still be'ter character than Al, 
or as they call it “ 3-3rds confidence ;” as this is arbitrary and causes mach 
confusion,as well asthe payment of a higher premium of insurance on vessels 
not so distinguished by the star. The ayitation has been going on fora 
long time, until Mr. August Behn, an extensive merchant and shipowner 
of this city, boldly convened a public meeting to take the needful measures. 
Hitherto the Marine Iusurance Companies and underwriters were opposed 
to the movement on the ground that the Re-yister of the Veritas was quite 
sufficient for all practical purposes and deserving of their confidence; but 
latterly they have withdrawn their opposition, and were numerously repre- 
sented at the meeting which was attended by more than three hundred 
shipowners, underwriters, and shipbuilders, mostly of this city; but there 
were also many delegates from Bremen, Lubeck. Rostock, Kiel, Apenrade, 
Altona, and many Baltic ports, who unconditionally expres-ed their perfeet 
concurrence with the object of the meeting, which was eloquently explained 
by Mr. Behn, who was unanimously called to occupy the chair. After a 
debate of three hours, there being a good deal of opposition and partiality 
evinced in favour of the Veritas, the first question, ** Is it the opinion of 
this meeting that an independent German Institution for the classification 
of ships be formed ?’ was put to the vote and decided in the affirmative by 
a very triumphant and overwhelming majority. In consequence of the 
lateness of the hour, the meeting, on the proposal of the chairman, post- 
poned the discussion of the second and third rezolutions to another time. 
and proceeded to appoint a committee of eleven gentlemen, consisting of 
two merchants, three shipowners, three underwriters or directors of insur- 
ance companies, and three shipbuilders. Among those elected were Mr, 
Senator Godefroy, shipowner; Mr. Duncker, the manager of an in- 
surance company here; Mr. Edward Ferber, the directur of the large 
shipbuilding and machinery works; and Mr. Behn, all of this city; Mr. 
Consul Pactow, of Rostock; Mr. Christel Watjen, of Bremen; ard Mr, 
Consul H. II. Meier, the director of the North-German Lioyd Steam- 
ship Company at Bremen, and one of the members of the North-German 
Parliament for that city, a letter from whom to Mr, Behn was read to the 
meeting, expressing his regret that his Pariiameutary duties at Berlin pre- 
vented his personaily appearing, but assuring him of the deep interest he 
took in the subject, and promising his most cordial support. ‘The two 
questions, the discussion of which was postponed to the next meeting were 
the seat of the new institution and its name; but the former is provision- 
ally located at Hamburg, and it will probaniy be so confirmed, though Bre- 
men has undoubtedly a strong claim to the honour. And with regard to 
the name, Mr. Behn proposes and has all along in his newspaper articles, 
pamphlets and speeches, called it the ‘Germanic Lloyd's,” which suffi- 
ciently denotes its character and object. As it isa part of the proposed 
plan to appoint surveyors of ships and agents at every port of importance 
all over the world, 1 would venture to suggest to those of your readers in 
the Far East who may wish to obtain the appointment in their respective 
ports, to lose no time in making application to Mr. Behn or any of the 
the other gentlemen belonging to the Provisional Committee mentioned 
above, 

The much-talked of Austrian Expedition to the Far East is after all to 
take place this year, and will be sent out in the ensuing au:umn, the Em- 
peror having signed the decree on the 27th of February last. The credit of 
persuading the Emperor to give his consent is chiefly due to the untiring ex- 
ertions of the municipality and merchants of ‘I'rieste, supported by the influ- 
ence of the Minister for Trade, Admiral Baron von Wullerstorf, formerly in 
command of the Novara Expedition, Dr. Parouta, the Pudesta cr Mayor of 
Trieste, having lately received from the Emperor the Insignia of an Austrian 
Order of Knighthood, repaired shortly after to Vienna to thank his Majesty 
for the honour conferred on him, and took the opportunity afforded 
him at his audience of the Emperor to bring forward the subject again,and to 
urge the importance of the expedition and the benefits that would accrue 
to the Austrian trade—-more especially on the opening of the Suez Canal— 
from treaties of commerce with China, Siam, and Japan. The result was 
that the Emperor promised him the expedition should be sent out, but that 
it could not take place before the autumn of this year, owing to the ab- 
sence of Vice-Admiral von Tegethoff, who is selected to command the 
squadron, that officer having been sent on a special mission to the United 
States to examine their naval institutions, ships of war and latcst im- 
provements in steam machinery. The Emperor has royally kept his 
word, anda very few days afterwards he signed the uecree as above 
stated.

™ THE NEW POSTAL SERVICE. 

In our issue of the 16th we published the memorial of the 

China merchants on the present working of the mail service ; 
the terms, however, of the new contract appear to have been 
decided on before it reached the Government. Tenders have 
been invited for the following services by the PostMasTER- 
GENERAL :—From Southampton to Alexandria, calling at 
Gibraltar and Malta, weekly. From Marseilles to Alexandria 
direct, weekly. From Brindisi to Alexandria, weekly (as an 
alternative route with Marseilles to be entered on only in the 
event of the harbour and the rail over Mort Cenis being approved). 
A fortnightly service between Aden and Yokohama, calling at 
Galle, Penang, Singapore, Hong Kong, Shanghai, and Nagasaki, 
with a separate price should Suez be substituted for Aden. 
" The India-office invite tenders for a weekly service between 
Suez and Bombay, via Aden, and a fortnightly one between 
Calcutta and Yokohama, calling at Penang, Singapore, Hong 
Kong, Shanghai, and Nagasaki—this to be an alternative route 
with that invited between Aden and Yokohama. According to 
this, our mails would be conveyed to Bombay, thence overland 
to Calcutta, and so on by steamer. This project is not at all 
likely to be carried out, and is, we understand, simply an expe- 
riment on the part of the Post-office to see how far their ideas 
can be effected in conveying all the Far East mails through 
India, thus leaving the Indian Government to manage the 
whole of the services on the other side of Suez. We must 
repeat, however, that these views were embodied in the 
tenders before the receipt of the memorial of the China mer- 
chants, to which no reply has as yet been received. We under- 
stand that the P. and O. Company are quite impressed with the 
necessity of having a separate lino from Suez to China, leaving 
the India service to be worked through Bombay, and we expect 
this is the shape that the new contract will ultimately take. 
The rate of speed demanded is ten knots and not eleven, as re- 
commended by the committee of inquiry last year. 


PROGRESS IN JAPAN. 

A year has not yet elapsed since the date of that notable 
edict whereby the Gorocto extended the privilege of foreign 
travel to all classes of Japanese subjects. Altbough grave 
doubts were expressed in some quarters regarding the practical 
value of this concession, we ourselves could not do otherwise 
than hail it as the probable harbinger of a new era of progress 
and enlightenment ; nor have we been disappointed. <A revo- 
lution is rapidly taking place, both in the social system and the 
foreign policy of Japan, the importance of which cannot be too 
highly estimated. The new Smiogoon now has properly 
accredited representatives at several foreign Courts; not sent 
reluctantly or grudgingly, but evidently in a cordial and 
friendly spirit, and with a full appreciation of the value and 
importance of unrestricted diplomatic intercourse. Imperial 
Commissioners have visited in turn the capitals of England, 
France, Holland, and Prussia; a special envoy has been sent 
to Russia, whose credentials set forth the regret of the 
SHIocoon that he was unable to visit the Emperor of that 
country in person; and the Colorado has just reached 
San Francisco with a Japanese Minister and suite en route to 
Washington, Nor are the evidences of increasing liberality on 
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the part of the Government confined to mere official courtesies ; 
for we find that special commissioners are being sent to represent 
Japan at the forthcoming Paris Exhibition, independent of a 
large number of gentlemen, some of them of high rank, who are 
on their way to be present at its opening. The Japanese Go- 
vernment too will be important exhibitors, a large collection of 
choice specimens of arts, manufactures, and products having 
arrived by the steamer d:zoff. Kawaal, a military officer hold- 
ing the rank of lieutenant-colonel in the SHioGgoon’s army, 
has been sent to this country with thirteen younger officers to 
place themselves under the protection of Her Masgsty'’s Go- 
vernment during their stay here, for the purposes of study 
&c. ; and a few days since Zhe Times announced their reception 
at the Foreign-office by Lord STaNLEY, who has appointed the 
Rev. W. O. Lioyp, Chaplain R.N., to be their “guide, philoso~ 
pher, and friend.” [By the way, The Times still keeps up the 
farce of calling the Suioagoon “ His Masesty the Trcoon.”] 
SaTsuMA, always foremost in the march of progress, has already 
sent two envoys to Europe, who have expended vast sums in 
the purchase of machinery, arms, &c., and have left behind 
them numbers of young men to study and perfect themselves 
in European knowledge and civilisation ; and the two brothers of 
this Daimio are now on their way to Paris, to be present at the 
Exhibition. To these significant facts must be added another, 
which at the first glance may perhaps seem unworthy to be 
classed with them—the departure of various troupes of native 
jugglers and acrobats for Europe and America. This is in fact 
deserving of special notice, as a proof that the permission to 
travel is uot a privilege reserved exclusively for the higher and 
more powerful classes, but extends equally to all. The exist- 
ence of a school under French direction at Yokohama, the 
avowed intention of the Government to establish a college on 
the English system, and the improvements now being introduced 
into the IapERIAL army, are all additional evidences of a firm 
determination on the part of this brave and intelligent race to 
assume the first position among Eastern nations, and to strive 
for that end not only by freely accepting foreign aid, but by 
putting their own shoulders steadily to the wheel of progress. 
How long will it take them, we wonder, to reach that stage of 
civilisation which rejoices in a Reform League, and weekly 
‘‘ demonstrations ?” 
THE SAN FRANCISCO AND CHINA LINE. 

THE Atlantic cable brings us a telegram announcing the 
arrival at San Francisco of the Colorado, the pioneer of the 
new line, on her return voyage from China and Japan. The 
actual date of her arrival is not given, but we presume it to 
have been the 20th, and the telegram reached London on the 
2lst, thus bringing news from Yokohama in twenty-two days, 
or forty days later than that by the last P. and O. mail. This 
voyage of the Colorado, although to 8 certain extent successful 
has not fully answered the expectations entertained, for she 
was expected to perform the passage each way in twenty-five 
days, instead of which thirty days were taken for the outward, 
and thirty-three for the return trip. She is however less 
powerful than the new ships Great Republic and Celestial Em- 
pire, and when those vessels are placed on the line they will 
doubtless achieve a higher rate of speed. F'rrom Hong Kong 
we have no later news, telegrams having long since been received 
to the 18th ult., notwithstanding the disorganised state of the 
Indian lines ; moreover, the items given as China news would 
be entirely valueless, even if they were of a later date. No 
doubt it is very kind of our American cousins to tell us that 
“the United States Minister at Peking is in high favour with 
“ the Imperial Court,” and the announcement is one likely to be 
extremely gratifying to Mr. BurtincHame's family circle ; but a 
brief summary of serviceable mercantile news would be received 
here with much greater favour than such unmistakable 
“bunkum” as this. On the other hand, the Japan news 
brought by the new route is always likely to be of much later 
date than that conveyed through any other channel, and the 
telegrams from Yokohama, if carefully drawn up, will be most 
valuabie. The present one alludes to the death of the Mrxapo 
as having “‘ happened recently,” and in a cursory manner which 
implies that the event would not have been mentioned at all 
but for its effect on the markets. If true, it is a startling and 
important piece of news, and should have been made a promi- 
nent and distinct clause ; but if, as is equally probable, it refers. 
to the recent death of the Saiogoon, it is entirely superfluous, 
and indicates gross carelessness or ignorance. The telegrams 
are as follows :—

The Pacific Mail Company's steamship Colorado has arrived at San Fran- 
Cisco, with dates from China to the 17th and Japan to the 27th February. 
The Japanese Embassy to Washington are among her passengers. Her 
cargo consists of 270 chests of tea.

The Chinese Government resisted all efforts made to obtain authority 
‘to construct a railroad through Mongolia. The French were about to 
make a short road from Shanghai to Leichow (Soochow). 
The Russian fleet was to sail for the Mediterranean. 
Piece goods were firm at Hong Kong. 
New York, March 21, 5.30 p.m. 
Intelligence has been received from Japan by the steamer Colorado 
down to the 26th of February last. Business was dull in cottons, and, in- 
deed, in all kinds of goods, on account of the death of the Mikado, which 
has happened recently. Teas are nominally lower ; the best were sold at 
from Slc. to 4ic. Sterling exchange, 52d. The British steamers Scylla, 
Basilisk, Argus, and Foam were at Yokohama. 


We are also informed by telegram that the Pacific Mail Com- 
pany’s steamer Hermann had left San Francisco for Yokohama. 
This vessel is, we believe, intended fora store ship, and to serve 
as a spare vessel in case of emergency. The ship Day Dawn 
sailed on 1st March for Hong Kong with $234,000 in specie.

THE “ERIN” BARRATRY CASE. 


CRIMINAL, as well as civil law, has its “ glorious uncertainties.”

being the case it need surprise no one to find even still wider 


greater severity on some of our circuits than on others. 


‘differences between the way in which the same law may be 


administered at home and ina distant colony or settlement ; 
and indeed experience goes to prove that in most of the Far 


Eastern settlements there is a general desire to put a lenient con- 
struction on the penal laws. 
the Zrin is, however, strikingly at variance with this, and pre- 
sents quite a startling contrast with the decision given in a cause 
celebre of the same class lately tried in the Central Criminal 
Court—we allude, of course, to the notorious Severn case. In 
this last-named trial, the evidence for the prosecution was as 
complete and positive as it could possibly be. It was abso- 
lutely proved that the prisoners Berwick and Ho.pswortn, 
were not only cognizant of the intention of the master and mate 
to scuttle the ship, but that they themselves had originated the 
crime, had deliberately planned its details, and had bribed these 
men to carry it into execution ; and further, that this was only 


one—happily the last they will have the chance of attempting 


—of along series of similar offences. The circumstances have 


been fully reported in our columns, and it is therefore unne- 
cessary to dwell further on them, except to recall the terms of 


the sentence, by which the originators of the conspiracy were 
condemned to twenty, and the two lesser offenders respectively 
to ten and five years’ penal service. In the riz case, on the 
other hand, it ie acknowledged that the evidence, although strong, 
was purely circumstantial in its nature; of the guilt of the 
master and mate there could be no doubt, and Mr. Scorr was 
also implicated, but there was no direct positive evidence (as in 
the case of Ho.pswortH and Berwick) that he was the sole 
originutor of the plot ; and the sentence passed on him of penal 
servitude for life is merciless in its severity. It must be ad- 
mitted on all hands that a person who is privy to a conspiracy 
to cast away a vessel, even should he entertain no design of 
profiting by it, is guilty of a very grave offence; and we would 
by no means have it inferred that we advocate avy relaxation in 
the stringency of the existing law against such crimes, Still 
we cannot avoid noticing the manifest inconsistencies that ex'st 
in the application of the Jaw. If twenty years’ penal servitude 
be a sufficient punishment for HoupswortH and Berwick, then 
_ the sentence on Scort is manifestly far too heavy in proportion. 
At any rate it is a case in which justice might well be tempered 
with mercy. An earnest desire is manifested by all who have 
interested themselves in the case to endeavour to obtain some 
mitigation of the sentence, and we cannot but hope that the 
efforts thus directei may be successful.

TEA SEASON OF 1867-68. 


(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Sin,—Having perused with deep interest your valuable remarks on this 
engrossing subject of the China trade, I venture, with your indulgence, to 
point out some further causes for the continued disastera by which it is 
characterised, which have gained such an unenviable notoriety for a branch 
of commerce that used to reflect credit on all connected with it, and which 
intimacy with the trade may perhaps justify me in commenting upon. 

With undoubted truth you remark, Sir, that all your advice has been 
offered year after year and ignored, and that it is almost tao much to ex- 

now that prudence will ever again be exercised in China in operations 
in this great commodity. The subject, however, has now come toa crisis, 
and the remedies must be applied at once, unless the trade is to pass 
almost entirely into new hands. 

But what are these remedies to be? First of all, let houses in China 
whose transactions in tea necessitate their employing an inspector of their 
own, protect themselves by engaging persons in such capacity whose ac- 
quaintance with the article is something more than a hurriedly acquired 
knowledge of how to arrange a dozen samples according to their relative 
value, who have been entrusted with the conduct of transactions here, and 
who know the meaning of a letter of credit and the responaitility of nego- 
tiating a set of bills of exchange under it. Let an end be put to tea- 
tasters being allowed to accept credits from brokers whose failing legiti- 
mate business necessitates their resorting {o such means of support, limiting 
them to occasional shipments through their empicyers’ books, and then 
one great evil in the trade will be done away with, competitors will be 
fewer, and we shall less frequently hear of firms’ calculations for operations 
being frustrated by their own inspectors. Secondly, competition might 
be much further reduced by resorting more to the brokerage system on the 
China markets, while it is clear occasional operators could buy to much 
More advantage through a public inspector whose constant transactions 
keep him acquainted with the daily fluctuations of the market than by 
keeping a téa-taster of their own, who when he is instructed to buy is at 
the double disadvantage of being regarded by the teamen as a compulsory 
operator and treated accordingly, and of not being posted up in the stock 
and its exact value. Thirdly comes the evil of the professed commission- 
houses at the tea-ports, whose execution of orders this season has been the 
cause of so much discussion—a difficulty which it appears to me could be 
very easily removed by houses who have no establishments of their own at 
those ports, refraining from risking operations there—certainly transactions 
of magnitude—unless they can spare one of their own firm to proceed with 
the order and protect their interests, Lastly, importers in thie country might 
defend themselves much more than they do, and thus a further protection 
to the tea trade would be given, if they would transmit their orders to a 
house in China whose partner or manager has a practical knowledge of 
tea himself, enabling him to form his own opinion whether the limits with 
which he is entrusted be practicable, instead of having to be guided by an 
inexperienced and irresponsible person. __ 

Trusting you may dcem these remarks worthy of space in the nex 
issue of your valuable journal, and apologising for their great length,—I 
am, Sir, your obedient servant, MERCATOR.

Srr,—As the interests of all parties connected with the tea trade are so 
closely interwoven with the results of the approaching season of 1867- 
1868, we hand you for re-publication in your esteemed journal a letter 
which we addressed in our monthly circular of January, 1863, to the 
‘‘ Importers of Tea and their Buyers in China,” and although it then 
failed to realise the object we had in view—of protecting the importers of 
tea from the ruinous loss they have since sustained by their rash pur- 
chases, yet we think the time has now arrived when it may be read with 
attention, and be productive of fruitful resulta to those who will adopt its 
advice. 


Although four years have elapsed since it was written, we can find no 
further corrections necessary than those which bear on the alterations of 
the duty and the retail prices of tea here, for as the former has been re- 
duced from 1s. 5d. to 6d. per Ib. so the latter (influenced by competition) 
shows a corresponding reduction, and as the general consumption at that 
time was running upon teas at 3s. 4d., 3s. Sd., and 4s., it has now been 
reduced to 2s.

THE PARIS EXHIBITION. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 


THE Far Bast will make some figure at the Exhibition, the 
doors of which will irrevocably be thrown open to the public, 
at least to those who are bearers of the necessary open sesame. 
on the first day of April. The adjoining courts devoted to the 
products of China and Japan are now resplendent with gold 
and colour, and the porcelain, bronzes,§ lacquered, silk, and 
other wares will be seen in a series of suitable compart- 
ments. The front of these courts is decorated with pierced 
woodwork, the walls are covered with the zodaical signs and 
other decorations, and the partitions and general embellish- 
ments and fittings will all be as far in keeping with the articles 
which are to be exhibited as French ingenuity can make them. 
In the garden, or park, as it is called, the Chinese building is 
progressing rapidly, the roof is seen high in the air, and we are 
promised Chinese cookery, Chinese workmen, Chinese barbers, 
and J know not what else, the exact extent of which we shall 
know more about some little time hence. Weare told that the 
authorities at Peking have invited Chinese merchants and others 
to send their wares to Paris. It is to be hoped that some 
will respond to the cal], and even if the contributions do not 
arrive for a few weeks they will be very welcome. The collec- 
tions made by French agents and amateurs will doubtless be 
interesting, but the appearance of the names of some real 
Chinese exhibitors in the catalogue will be a characteristic fact 
in the history of industrial exhibitions.

old. It is pleasant to be able to add that the British 
| Departwent is certainly not behindhand, and it is more than 
‘probable that it will create a surprise in more ways than one. 
|The’ grounds are divided into the general park and the 
reserved garden. The former is literally crowded with build- 
ings, some of them of very large size; Russia, Sweden, and 
Evypt have each several buildings, all finished. The Sultan has 
a beautiful kiosk. Tunis has a building as large as the Man- 
sion-house, or nearly so, Morocco has a pretty fanciful pavilion. 
A huge pyramidal building to contain a museum of Mexican and 
other Atuerican antiquities and productions is approaching com- 
pletion. Spain, Portugal, Austria, Prussia, Beigium, Holland, 
and Switzerland have erected important structures, and, in 
several instanees two, three, or more. England is completing 
a very elegant pavilion, entirely cous'ructed of terra-cutta, over 
her boilers in the Park ; a large building, with three high- 
pitched roofs, which exhibits English bricklaying, roofing, 
| and specimens of various kinds of architectural construc- 
' tion aud ornamentations, and a dozen other erections. As 
to the French side of the Park, the mere list of the build- 
ings would fill a page. The most conspicuous are the Emperor's 
pavilion, a very beautiful timber-framed house of three stories, 
with a tower, for the Chief Commissioner ; a theatre ; a club ; 
a lecture-hall; an immense estabiishment for storing grain and 
baking bread for the army, or for large populations; model 
cottages ; machinery and carriage sheds ; two or three photo- 
graphic establishments ; and model factories and sheds without 
end. One very important subject will be admirably illustrated. 
France has erected an iron lighthouse to show the electric 
lantern adopted by the Government, and the English Trinity 
Board is running up a timber scaffold to carry Holmes’s 
magneto electric. Each of these buildings is 150 feet high, so 
that their lights wiil not only be sen all over the Park, but for 
a great distance around. ‘lhe Trinity House also exhibits two 
steam fog-horns, which are said to be able to send their warn- 
ing notes frora Dover to Calais. A fine specimen of our life- 
boats vow stands on its carriage in one of the main roads of the 
park, and a beautiful steam launch, 40 feet long, lies at Exhibi- 
tion Pier. The horticultural garden, its twenty-five couserva- 
tories and two great aquariums, cascades, lakes, canal, aviaries, 
plautations, and flower-beds, are nearly finished, and every 
day shows vast improvements in them. The bad weather 
has kept the lower parts of the Park in a sad condition, 
but this is now rapidly improving; the main roads, broad 
euough for three or four carriages abreast, are now hard through 
incessant rolling, and the smaller avenues and alleys are 
being got into good condition ; in the horticultural portion the 
gravel walks are firm and good. In addition to this it may be 
added that bad weather will not affect the entrance into the 
building, for there is a complete covered way from the railway 
on one side, and for those who arrive in carriages or on foot on 
the other side of the building. Behind the house erected for 
the Imrerial Coramission and the juries is a large post-office 
and telegraph-office, which, I believe, is already in operation. 
The former includes a /’oste restante, and letters will be delivered 
in the building, provided the writer knows whether his corres- 
pondent’s quarters are in the Itwe de France, the Rue d’ Angleterre, 
the Lue des Indes, &c., for all the radial avenues within the build- 
ing, as well as the avenues and alleys in{the Park, are named 
after the countries or provinces to which they appertain. 


Lastly, the necessities of the inner man are not neglected ; 
there are eight or ten restaurants and cafes already open, 
French, Austrian, and Bavarian, and three English establish- 
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ments and a bost of others will be so by the opening day.

The Rodney, 78, screw ship, 2,770 tons, 500 -horse power, was taken for 
the official trial of her engines, previous to her departure for the China sta- 
tion, She was not taken to the measured mile off the Maplin Sanda, as is 
generally the custom, but made a run from the Noreto the Mouse Light and 
back, attaining a mean speed of 10 knotsper hour. The drauyht of water 
was 23ft. din. forward and 22ft. llin. aft; the pressure of steam was 
201b.; the vacuum in condensers 2din., the force of wind 2, and the direc- 
tioneast. The engines are by Messrs. Maudslay and Co., and the ship is 
fitted with a Maudslay propeller 18ft. in diameter, 16ft.

Artbur Cochrane, C.B., had charge of the vessel during the trial. 
Several cases of small-pox having broken out on board the Rodney, 
Capt. Heneage, at Spithead anchorage, some delay is likely to occur in her 
sailing for China to enter upon her duties as the flag-zhip of Sir Henry 
Keppel. 

An Admiralty order was received at Portsmouth early in the week 
which promises (says the Army and Nary Cazetle) to be productive of mis- 
chief. It has been ’ecided that all short-service pensioners are to be im- 
mediately discharged from the Steam Reserve. Now it is notorious that, 
notwithstanding the great popularity of Vice-Admiral the Hon, Sir H. 
Keppel, his flugship, the Rodney, has not yet filled up her proper cumple- 
ment of seamen, or had not a few days back, and we presume that the 
erder in question has been promulgated with a view of preventing any 
similar occurrence, but we doubt if it will have this effect, and we would 
rather be inclined to believe that it will only tend to add to the number of 
the growlers who now throng the ‘' Hard” and the “ Corner,” and thus deter 
many a likely young fellow from entering or continaing in the service. 

Her Majesty's ship Galatea, Captain the Duke of Edinburgh, arrived at 
Gibraltar, thirty-two hours out from Lisbon. She will remain ten days, 
and will then proceed direct to Marseilles. His Royal Highness being one 
of the commissioners of the Paris Exhibition, he wishes to be present at 
the opening. ‘fhe original arrangements as to the voyage of the Galatea 
to Australia hold good, and his Royal Highness will return to Gibraltar 
from Marseilles ex route for the Antipodes. 

The following promotions will necessarily take place on the Flag List, 
owing to the decease of Admiral Sir Phipps Hornby :—Vice-Admiral the 
Lord Edward Russell, C.B., to be an admiral: Rear-Admiral George St. 
Vincent King, to be a vice-admiral; Captain Thomas Francis Birch, to 
be a rear-admiral on the reserved list; and Captain Sir Robert John Le 
Mesurier M'Clure, C.B., to be arear-adimiral on the active list. provided 
he has not yet attained his 60th year, of which there appears to be some 
doubt. Admiral Sir George Rose Sartorius being the next in rank to the 
late Sir Phipps Hornby, will doubtless ba advanced to the rank of Rear- 
Admiral of the United Kingdom. 

The armour-plated converted wooden frigate Royal Alfred, 18 guns, 
Captain Herbert, fitted at Pcrtsmouth as the flagship of Vice-Admiral Sir 
George Rodney Mundy, K.C.B., the appointed successor of Vice-Admiral 
Sir James Hope in the command of the North America and West India 
station, has undergone her trial of speed over the measured mile in Stokes 
Bay. This affords a fitting opportunity for again suggesting for the con- 
sideration of the Admiralty the propriety of selecting other than fighting 
ships as the residence of an admiral and his suite when commanding 
squadrons on active service. It is highly objectionable that a ship of war, 
completed at immense cost as a fighting machine, should be turned into a 
floating residence for an admiral, since this cannot be done without sacri- 
ficing some portion of the ship's efficiency, and interfering with the drill of 
her crew. An admiral commanding a fleet in battle sheuld possess the 
same free means of personal movement as is possessed by a general in 
directing the movements of his battalions on land. If steam yachis of the 
Psyche, or even a larger class, were specially fitted as flagships of admirals, 
not only would the efficiency of the navy be benefited, but an immense sum 
wonld be saved to the country in alterations of fittings on board the flag-

OUR NAVAL POLICY. 
The following Ictter on this subject has appeared in The 
Times :— 


Sin,—There are some points in our naval policy to which the attention 
of Parliament might be usefully directed in the discussions which must 
arise on naval estimates; many of these have been touched on by Mr. 
Childers in his able apeech on Thursday, in the course of which he sketched 
out a redistribution of our foreign squadrons which woud cripple our 
operations in many quarters where the presence of ample force is of para- 
mvuunt importance. ) 

I will only deal with those places I am professionally acquainted with. 

First, as respects China ; since the opening of the trade, the number of 
small vessels, the numerous islands, islets, and bays on a coast line of 
2,500 miles in extent which affurd ready shelter to the lawless population, 
and the great value of the cargoes of many of these small vessels, have 
led to a system of piracy which we must repress or run the risk of crip 
pling one of the most valuable trades in which British subjects are engaged. 
For this purpose the present force is inadequate, and that proposed by Mr. 
Childers would be wholly so. 

Iie proposes a hulk at Shanghai for the “senior officer.” I should be 
sorry to be that officer, with an ironclad or corvette as the flagship, and 
some four despatch vessels and nine or ten gunboats to maintain the police 
of that enormous coast, He then proceeds to say that the force at Singa- 
pore ought to consist of a despatch veasel and a gunboat. This force 
would have the whole charge of the coasts of Borneo, the Gulf of Siam, 
he Soolouo Sea, and all thuse portions of the Eastern Archipelago which 
are not within the limits of Dutch or Spanish jurisdiction. 

If Mr. Childers had ever had any experience of the climate of Chias he 
would never have proposed a corvette for a flagship on a station where 
certain seasons of the year are most unhealthy, and where the climate leads 
to great debility and low health. The necessity for a large and roomy 
Hugship to which the crews of gunboats can be sent to recruit is ma- 
doubted, 

A flagship on such stations is a receiving ship; she ought to be & TeB- 
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dezvous for the force, a floating depot for stores, large enough to afford 

accommodation for her crew and supernumeraries, and for the Admiral 
and his staff. In the present transition state of navies such a ship ought 
not to go into action. The Admiral, in case of war, in face of iron-clad 
vessels, would shift his flag to a more suitable ship, and the crew would 
find ample employment in replacing casualties and reinforcing the fighting 
ships. We have a stock of tine two-deckers, and they are eminently quali- 
fied for this service. I have no faith in stationary hulks in bad climates. 
They get impregnated with disease, as in the case of the /sis at Sierra 
Leone, and I am sure I shall be borne out by the expression of every one 
qualified to give an opinion as tothe importance of roomy flagsbips on 
tropical stations. 

Passing to India, Mr. Childers appears to think that the force there 
might be diminished, on the plea that the Government of Bombay are 
building monitors, and that the troopships lately built are adapted for men- 
of-war. 

I am sorry to hear that the Bombay Government are doing anything of 
the sort: the proper defence for Bombay harbour would be forts built upon 
the Oyster Rock, Middle Ground, the point of Colaba, and the other shoals 
which bound the harbour. The transports which Mr. Childers erroneously 
says have been employed conveying troops for some years back are not 
yet launched, and will not be at work till the end of this year at the 
earliest, and when they are they are not in the least adapted either for 
Offensive or defensive warfare. He is perfectly right in saying that the 
Government of India ought to defray part of the expense of the naval 
defence of that country. They not only ought to do so, but they ought 
to share the cost of the squadron in China. Examine the list of exports 
and imports in India, and mark the value of the China trade, and to the 
extent of that trade ought they contribute their proportion. Another 
point in jastice to the squadron in China ought to be seziously con- 
sidered—that is, the expense of living there, which is enormous; the 
junior clerks of mercantile houses receive higher pay than a commodore, 
and the unfortunate naval officer, exiled to an unhealthy climate, is 
rendered more susceptible to the normal diseases of the station by inability 
to supply himself with the comforts and Juxuries, which are, in fact, 
necessaries of life there, and the want of which tells most seriously on the 
health both of officers and men. ‘The trade ought to be taxed for its 
protection so far as practicable. If that source fail the revenue from the 
trade with China can well bear the cust. The idea of suppressing the 
African squadron is gaining ground; that squadron ongbt to be-attached 
to the Channel Fleet, and no veesel ought to be there above twelve months 
on any account. ‘The system of stationing a small ill- ventilated ship there 
for three years is perfectly unjustifiable. That coast has been the grave 
of many of our finest «flicers and men; but it is not the deaths alone, but 
the seeds of disease which drive many a man froin the service in after life, 
and this applies to China also. 

Now, as to the Luding of ships, the necessity for small roomy vessels 
is urgent, but the policy of building twin-screw gunboats and saving money 
by putting the engines which were in the gunboats into them is, I think, 
quite indefensible. ‘These engines ought to be suld for what they will 
fetch, and new engines of the most recent construction put into them. The 
hydraulic principle, as adapted to the Waterwifch, with euch improvements 
as may be thought advisable, ought certainly to be tried in some cf these 
vessels. In China, where the rivers are full of fishing nets, the twin-screws 
may be apt to foul, which the hydraulic vessels never would. But I sup- 

this principle will have to fight its way, as the turret has Leen fought, 
before the Chinese tendency of the Surveyors Department can be cver- 
come. Nevertheless, in twenty years from this time the turret will be the 
accepted principle ; and I am mistaken if the hydraulic does not also prove 
to be the best propelling power for ships-of-war. 

All the vis tnertia of office will, however, be opposed to the change, un- 
less Mr. Corry, who broke through all conventional form in Lord Hudding- 
ton’s Administration, and gave the country the Arrogant, a shipwhichtothe 
last maintained her character—I say, unless he takesthe matterintohisuwn 
hands, Admiral [Elliot will be doomed to see the introduction of a method, 
the most important that has been brought forward since the invention of 
the screw, and which owes so much to bis energy and professional know- 
ledge, laid aside, to be adopted only when foreign Governments have got 
the start of us. 

I look with much anxiety tothe line the Government takes in the 
building of ships. Those who commit us to a broadside ficet incur a very 
grave responsibility. Whatever may be the opinion of the late or present 
Government, I believe the private opinion of cflicers of all classes is that 
the 12-ton gun cannot be safely carried on the brcadside, and I believe 
the experience of tle present Channel Fleet goes to show that in any sea 
it would be impracticable to open the main deck ports with safety to the 
ship. They do not rise tothe sca like wooden ships; the waves strike 
the side and run up it. 

There are stories about of main decks flooded and guns unmanageable, 
which ou ght to be well sifted before we order more broadside ships.

CIVIL SERVICE ESTIMATES. 

The Civil Service Estimates for the year ending 31st March, 
1868, have been issued, comprising those objects which are 
' mecessary for the civil acministration, but which are not de- 
frayed out of the Consolidated Fund. When any item of ex- 
penditure is certain and uniform from year to year it is made a 
permanent charge upon the revenue, but when the expenses 
depend on circumstances which are continually changing, a vote 
of the House of Commons must be taken and estimates of such 
expenses presented to the House. 

Commencing with the first of the series, the estimates for public works 
and buildings, the sum required for this purpose is £942,535, showing a 
decrease of £30,552 upon the estimates for 1866-67. Together with the | 


expenditure for Royal parks, which amounts to £125,326, there is set 
down £10,C00 for erecting a new iron railing and foot-gates round Hyde 


Park (o repair the mischief done by the mob during a recent assemblage | 
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there. Under this head are also included items of £120,805 for public 
buildings, £43,905 for Royal Palaces, £55,137 for the Houses of Parlia- 
ment, £49,000 for the new Foreign Office, and £32,000 for the enlarge- 
ment of the National Gallery. 

The estimate for Salaries and Expenses of Public Departments is 
£1,703,230 ; for Law and Justice, £3,026,942 ; Education, Science, and 
Art, £1,487,554; Superannuation Allowances and Gratuities for Charitable 
Purposes, £352,558 ; Miscellaneous and Temporary Objects, £183,854. 

In the Revenue Department the estimates are— Salaries and Expenses, 
Custom-house, £801,623; Salaries and Expenses, Inland Revenue, 
£1,332,707 ; Salaries and Expenses, Post-office, £2,438,929; Superan- 
nuations, &c., of the three above-named Departments, £471,741; and 
for the Post-office Packet Service, 4807,428. 

The total amount of these estimates is thus shown tobe £8,202,953, and 
for the Revenue Departments, £5,852,428, making together a sum of 
£14,055,381. These figures include the supplementary estimates, amount- 
ing to £312,380. Under this head we find the following sums specified :— 
£1,575 for the Burlington House Designs; £3,617 for the Wellington 
and Franklin Monuments; £50,000 for the Paris Universal Exhibition ; 
£792 for payments under guarantee to the Mediterranean Extension 
Telegraph Company for the Malta and Alexandria Telegraph; £45,721 
for the purchase of the Blacas Collection of Coins for the British Mu- 
seum ; and £101,300 as compensation for the Anglo-Chinese Flotilla. 

For the year 1866-67 the total of these estimates was £14,149,648, 
the amount for the Civil Services being £8,310,786, and for the Revenue 
departments £5,835,862. ‘The former service will cost this year £107,833 
less than in 1866.67, and the latter £13,566 more, showing a total decrease 
for the present against the previous year of £94,267. 

The estimate for the expenses of the establishments in China, Japan, 
and Siam, presents a total of £135,983 which is an increase of £9,005 
on the estimates for the preceding yezr. The amount to be voted is 
divided as follows:—China, £85,683, Japan, £37,450, Siam, £4,550, 
Judicial Establishment for China and Japan, £8,300.

In Green Teas there has been @ 
fair business done, the demand for export still continuing, whilst the home 
trade are also free buyers. Canton-made Gunpowders remain as before.

REPORT of the PROCEEDINGS of a GENERAL MEETING of SHAREHOLDERS held 
in London, on FRIDAY, the 22nd day of March, 1867, Major-General ALEXANDER 
CUNNINGHAM in the Chair :— 


The Directors beg to submit to the Proprietors the Annual Audited Accounts to 31st December last, and to report that after 
making provision for all bad and doubtful debts, that is all losses both ascertained and estimated, they are able to declare a divi- 
dend at the rate of seven per cent. per annum, for the half-year ending 31st December last, free of income-tax. 

The Sharcholders must be well aware that the business of all Banks for the greater portion of the year has been attended with 
great anxieties, more especially to those connected with India; and that for a time, subsequent to June, there was very er 
alarm both in England and in India, consequent on Banking and other failures, which neces-itated a temporary restriction of busi 
ness, seriously affecting Exchange operations, and thereby lessening the profits of the period under review. 

The Proprietors will have been prepared by the Grencral Manager's letter of the lst September last to learn that the Bank has 
sustained heavy losses, partly from the failure of Commercial] Houses, but chiefly from the reckless and indefensible conduct of their 
late Bombay Manager, Mr. W. B. Thompson. 

‘These losses have necessitated the appropriation of x large sum from the past year’s profits, and the transfer of £30,525 from 
the Reserve Fund. The Board hope, however, during the current year, to provide for a large portion of the amount taken from 
this fund by the sale of spare land at Delhi, which, valuable as it was before, bas now become more so by the proximity of the 
Railway Terminus. 

A Branch was opened at Debrooghur, but the business was not so profitable as expected, partly owing to the accommodation 
afforded by the Government to the public, and from the extreme depression of Tea Property in that district. The Board have 
therefore withdrawn it. The Branches at Darjeeling and Nynee Tal, owing to the restriction of business, have also been closed. 

A Branch has lately been established at J.ahore with every prospect of success, being well supported by influential parties. 

The late premises of the Bank at Calcutta, for which a high rent was paid, not being well adapted for our extending business, 
the Directors purchased an eligible house in Council House-street, a situation in all respects suitable. 

In conclusion, the Directors have pleasure in stating that the business of the Ilead Office has been very satisfactory, not a 
single loss having been sustained since its formation. ‘The business is steadily increasing, and promises to be very profitable. 

The Directors who, under Clause 65 of the Deed, vacate their seats are Major-General Jobn Clarke and David Henry Small, 
Eeq., who, being eligible, offer themselves for re-election, as do also the Auditors.—By order of the Board,
